Art.  3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  are  neces- 
sary for  the  support  of  the  Town  poor  and  other  Town 
charges. 

Art,  4.     To  raise  State  and  County  Tax. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
raise  for  maintenance  of  Town  Roads  and  Bridges. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  sum  of 
$880.80,  The  State  share  $5,871,99  for  Town  Rural  Aid. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  an  additional 
sum  of  money,  not  to  exceed  $10,000  to  add  to  the 
$11,000  appropriated  at  the  1954  Town  meeting  to  re- 
build the  Seavey  Bridge.  The  State  will  share  equally 
up  to  $15,000. 
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Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  notes  or  Bonds  not  to  exceed  the 
sum  of  $10,000  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  building 
the  Seavey  Bridge. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  the  sum  of 
$800.00  for  the  maintenance  and  to  improve  the  Town 
dump. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a 
plan  for  extending  to  Employees  of  the  Town  the  bene- 
fits of  title  II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act.  (Old 
Age  and  Survivors  Insurance)  as  authorized  by  chap- 
ter 234  of  the  laws  of  1951  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $65.00  to  defray  the  Tov/n  share  of  the  cost 
thereof. 

Art.  11.  If  the  foregoing  article  is  adopted,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  the  necessary  agreement  with  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan 
and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  designate  the  Town  Treas- 
urer as  the  Officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  plan. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  $100.00  for 
Memorial  Day. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  $100.00  for 
the  Library. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $124.00  for  the  Lakes  Region. 

Art.  15.  To  take  up  any  other  Town  Business  that 
may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

REPORT  ON  THE  SEAVEY  BRIDGE 


Estimated  cost  of  Bridge  was  $22,000  later  more 
soundings  were  taken  which  raised  the  state  estimate 
to  around  $24,000. 

The  Town  and  State  shares  equaly  up  to  $30,000,  the 
State's  share  being  not  over  $15,000. 

No  State  workmen  were  available  to  build  the  bridge, 
and  it  was  decided  at  a  meeting  with  state  officials  to 
build  by  private  contract. 

The  bids  were  opened  Dec.  30,  1954.  The  lowest  bid- 
der was  King  and  Jones  Co.  with  a  bid  of  $32,946.50. 

Bids  were  much  higher  then  estimated  and  all  bids 
were  rejected.  It  is  hoped  that  some  way  will  be  found 
to  either  lower  the  cost  of  building,  or  that  the  bridge 
could  be  built  later  with  state  workmen.

REPORT  OF  BARRINGTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  1954  season  was  very  quiet,  the  fire  report 
shows  a  total  of  17  calls.  These  consist  of  1  barn,  5 
chimney,  2  flooded  oil  burners,  6  brush,  1  out  of  town 
building,  and  1  out  of  town  brush  fire.  Losses  amounted 
to  1  barn. 

Funds  raised  by  the  Association  were  used  to  pur- 
chase 2  gas  masks  and  a  base  station  radio.  With  the 
installation  of  the  radio  we  w^^l  be  able  to  keep  in  con- 
tact with  our  own  station  at  all  times  speeding  up  re- 
quests for  aid  and  reducing  maTipov/er  requirements 
for  initial  responses.  We  will  also  have  better  control 
over  unauthorized  burning  because  of  direct  contact 
with  the  lookout  tower.

A  season  permit 
will  be  issued  to  approved  locations,  subject  to  weather 
conditions.

Barrington  was  one  of  the  towns  in  Strafford  County 
to  cooperate  in  the  trial  run  of  polio  vaccination.  The 
second  grade  pupils  were  the  active  participants,  going 
to  Durham  for  three  sessions  of  the  clinic.  The  third 
grade  also  lent  valuable  service  to  the  project  by  fur- 
nishing information  as  a  comparative  group.  Our 
school  nurse,  Miss  Myrtle  Fletcher,  assisted  in  this 
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enterprise,  which  was  set  up  on  rather  brief  notice. 
The  mass  of  data  accumulated  throughout  the  country 
is  being  worked  over  at  the  headquarters  of  the  organ- 
ization. It  is  hoped  that  a  proved  preventive  procedure 
may  be  a  fact  in  the  near  future.  A  pre-school  health 
round-up,  attended  by  28  children,  was  held  May  6. 

The  lunch  program,  a  $6,000  business,  continues  full 
time,  with  the  dining  room  closer  at  hand.  The  acous- 
tically tiled  ceiling  adds  greatly  to  the  noise  control  and 
relaxation  desirable  at  the  noon  meal. 

Mrs.  Larov/  attended  Summer  School  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  N.  H.  Our  janitor,  Mr.  William  A.  Haley,  at- 
tended a  Custodians'  Institute  at  the  university,  and 
reports  many  helpful  hints  obtained  for  caring  for  the 
building. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  lettering  to  iden- 
tify Barrington  School.  The  following  organizations 
cooperated  in  this  project:  Barrington  Woman's  Club, 
Men's  Club,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  Grange,  and  the 
graduating  class  of  1954. 

Mrs.  Arlington  Clow  presented  an  I  vers  &  Pond 
grand  piano  to  the  school.  The  late  Mr.  Clow  was  form- 
erly a  superintendent  of  schools.  The  thoughtfulness  of 
citizens  and  organizations  in  respect  to  the  school  is 
much  appreciated.
